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DEUVERY  STRATEGIES  FOR  PRACTICAL  ARTS  PROGRAMS 


BACKGROUND 

Over  the  past  two  years,  Alberta  Education  has  been  reviewing 
the  practical  arts  programs  and  proposing  directions  for 
change  for  the  next  decade.  As  a result,  a series  of  initiatives 
have  been  proposed  and  are  being  considered.  These 
initiatives  relate  to  what  students  should  learn  and  how  can 
these  learnings  best  be  delivered.  While  Alberta  Education 
continues  to  study  practical  arts  education,  many  school 
systems,  school  administrators,  counsellors,  and  teachers 
have  indicated  that  they  need  to  take  action  now  to  ensure  the 
programs  continue  to  be  relevant  and  accessible  to  the  many 
students  who  wish  to  take  practical  arts  courses. 

Over  1990-1991  Alberta  Education  will  continue  to  review  the 
practical  arts  programs  as  well  as  begin  to  develop  curriculum 
in  hospitality/tourism  studies  and  entrepreneurship,  to  promote 
school-business  partnerships,  and  to  expand  access  to 
programs  through  distance  education.  In  the  longer  term,  as 
monies  become  available,  additional  curriculum  development 
will  be  undertaken  and  other  related  initiatives  will  be 
supported. 


Many  school  systems,  school 
administrators  and  practical  arts 
teachers  are  using  alternative 
strategies  to  increase  students’ 
access  to  relevant  practical  arts 
courses 


Curriculum  development  will  be 
undertaken  on  a staged  basis. 


PURPOSE  OF  THIS  DOCUMENT 

This  document  outlines  some  strategies  which  school 
systems,  schools  and  business  education,  home  economics, 
and  industrial  education  departments  may  wish  to  consider  to 
help  promote  students’  equity  of  access  to  practical  arts 
courses  and  to  enhance  the  program’s  relevancy  and 
credibility. 

The  strategies  proposed  in  this  document  can  be  implemented 
within  the  present  curriculum  structures  or  through  locally 
developed  programs. 

Many  of  the  initiatives  included  in  this  paper  (and  they  are  by 
no  means  comprehensive  of  ail  the  initiatives  underway  within 
our  province)  have  already  proven  effective  in  schools  across 
the  province.  Some  of  the  initiatives  cited  are  just  being 
implemented,  while  some  are  proposed.

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STRATEGIES  TO  INCREASE 
CREDIBILITY  AND  RELEVANCE 


Build  community-school  partnerships 

Establish  business/community  advisory  committees. 

Involve  community  leaders  and  business/industry  experts 
as  guest  speakers,  project  resource  contacts/counsellors, 
workshop  leaders. 

Link  work  experience  programs  with  practical  arts  programs. 

Use  work  study  (short  term  placements  with  the 
community/business  and  industry  within  the  practical  arts 
course)  to  reinforce  and  enhance  learnings  in  practical 
arts  courses. 

Identify  and  encourage  Work  Experience  15-25-35 
placements  that  reinforce  and  expand  learnings  in 
practical  arts  courses. 

Investigate  possibilities  of  assessing  funds  through  the 
federally  funded  cooperative  education  project  to  help 
expand  and  support  off-campus  programs. 

Work  cooperatively  with  other  practical  arts  educators  to 
develop  interdisciplinary  programs  which  meet  students’ 
needs  with  a minimum  credit  investment. 

Increase  public  recognition  of  skills,  knowledge  and  attitudes 
which  are  developed  in  practical  arts  programs 

Establish  certificates,  awards,  etc. 

Advertise  career  placements,  projects,  open  house 

Increase  students’  opportunities  to  achieve  at  their  own  pace. 

Provide  programs  that  meet  student  interests  and  needs. 
Move  toward  Individualized  or  small  group  Instruction, 
allowing  students  to  learn  at  a rate  which  is  personally 
challenging.  This  means  achievement  will  be  related  to 
students'  ability  to  meet  the  defined  learning  outcomes 
rather  than  attend  a specified  number  of  hours  of 
classroom  instruction.  Allow  more  choice  in  modules  and 
projects,  survey  students  regarding  preferences/interests, 
assess  and  update  content  and  activities  frequently. 

Provide  programs  that  build  students’  knowledge  and  ability 
to  deal  with  "high  tech."

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Develop  linkages  with  local  business/industry  resources  to 
allow  students  to  learn  about  "high  tech**  resources  that 
are  not  presently  available  in  the  school.  (This  could  be 
accomplished  through  work  study,  work  experience 
placements,  sharing  of  facilities.) 

Reference  how  basic  knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes 
taught  with  the  present  equipment  in  the  labs  relate  to 
more  up-to-date  equipment  which  may  now  be  in  use  in 
business/industry.  Where  appropriate  use  diagrams, 
photographs  and  sifnulations  to  help  students  relate  their 
learning  to  the  "high  tech"  environment. 

Market  programs  with  the  students,  parents,  community  and 
local  business/industry. 

Clearly  outline  the  benefits  and  expectations  students  will 
receive  when  they  take  practical  arts  programs.  What  will 
they  learn  (skills,  knowledge  and  attitudes)?  HowA/Vhere 
will  they  be  able  to  use  those  competencies  (personal  life, 
occupational  preparation,  linkages  with  post  secondary 
and  apprenticeship)? 

Provide  pre-registration  materials  (print  and  audiovisual) 
and  classroom  tours  for  grade  nine  students,  parents  and 
school  counsellors. 

Promote  the  practical  arts  courses  as  Category  C for  high 
school  diploma  and  university  entrance  courses. 

Establish  ongoing  cooperative  liaison  with  parents, 
administrators  and  school  counsellors  to  help  them 
understand  and  effectively  communicate  the  processes  and 
learning  expectations  for  practical  arts  programs. 

Provide  specially  designed  programs  that  are  appropriate  for 
returning  grade  12  students  and  for  students  working  toward 
an  advanced  high  school  diploma.  Use  Production  Science 
30  and  design  a course  which  would  appeal  to  the  Grade  12 
students. 

Take  part  in  community  activities  and  projects  to  increase  the 
awareness  that  practical  arts  programs  are  relevant  to 
community  needs  and  goals. 

Consider  initiatives  which  give  a strong,  positive  image  to 
the  practical  arts  programs;  e.g.  using  course  and 
program  names  in  local  publications  which  are  relevant 
and  credible  for  students,  parents,  and  the  community; 
developing  a cohesive  team  approach  (lab  coats,  button, 
etc.)

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Identify  and/or  expand  professional  development  opportunities 


Encourage  local  specialist  councils,  professional 
development  coordinators,  convention  associations  to 
offer  workshops  that  are  relevant  to  your  needs. 

Join  professional  associations  and  subscribe  to  journals 
and  publications  that  relate  to  your  program  area. 

Investigate  opportunities  for  professional  development,  not 
only  through  further,  post  graduate  study  at  universities, 
but  also  through  colleges,  technical  institutes  and 
professional  associations. 

Consider  school-industry  exchanges. 

Reinforce  core  concepts  and  build  strong  linkages  with  other 
programs  offered  within  the  school. 

Meet  with  teachers  in  core  and  other  complementary 
subjects  that  focus  on  practical  arts  programs  in  order  to 
identify  and  enhance  concepts  that  can  be  mutually 
reinforced  within  the  classes;  e.g.  Building  Construction- 
Math,  Electronics-Computer  Processing,  Food  Studies- 
Biology,  Mechanics-Physics,  Office  Procedures-English, 
etc.  Work  cooperatively  to  plan  courses  so  that  concepts 
are  most  effectively  sequenced  and  learning  resources 
(print  and  audio  visual)  are  used  effectively. 

Build  linkages  with  Career  and  Life  Management  20.  The 
skills,  knowledge  and  attitudes  developed  in  this  new  core 
course  can  be  enhanced  and  expanded  through  many  of 
the  practical  arts  courses. 

Offer  courses  that  meet  the  unique  needs  of  the  students  and 
the  community. 

Consider  using  the  "umbrella"  numbers  which  allow 
schools  flexibility  in  program  design;  e.g.  Business 
Education  10,  20,  30;  Practical  Arts  15;  Production 
Science  30;  Industrial  Education  10  a,  b,  c,  d,  20  a,  b,  c, 
d,  30  a,  b,  c,  d;  Related  Mechanics  12,  22,  32.

INCREASE  STUDENTS’  ACCESS  TO  PRACTICAL 
ARTS  PROGRAMS 


Maximize  grade  10  students’  opportunity  to  explore  career 
options  and  personal  interests  to  help  them  identify  which 
areas  they  may  wish  to  study  in  more  depth. 

Take  advantage  of  3-credit  courses  and  "survey"  courses 
such  as  Practical  Arts  15.  (Note  that  there  are  additional 
course  code  numbers  now  available  in  Industrial  Education 
10-20-30.) 

Work  with  school  administrators  responsible  for  timetabling 
to  enhance  all  students’  opportunity  to  access  practical  arts 
courses. 


Investigate  distance  education  programs  and  materials  and 
utilize  these  where  appropriate.  Some  materials,  particularly 
those  most  recently  developed  may  be  of  assistance  when 
teachers  are  providing  individualized  or  small  group 
instruction. 


Consider  alternative  timetabling  options. 

Timetable  "open  labs"  that  allow  students  to  take  a variety 
of  courses  and  levels.  This  strategy  helps  eliminate 
timetable  conflicts  and  promotes  student  managed  learning. 
It  is  most  frequently  and  effectively  used  in  intermediate- 
and  senior-level  programs. 

Timetable  intermediate  and  senior  courses  concurrently. 

Timetable  related  intermediate  and  senior  courses 
concurrently. 

Encourage  students  to  register  in  a coordinated,  well 
sequenced  three  or  four  year  program  in  practical  arts. 

Where  lab  facilities  are  not  available  in  the  school,  use 
community  facilities  to  provide  the  experiential  component  of 
the  programs,  (Refer  to  guidelines  for  approval  to  use 
community  facilities.) 

Consider  sharing  facilities  and  resources  with  post-secondary 
institutions. 

Be  as  flexible  as  possible  regarding  prerequisites.  Consider 
pre-testing,  particularly  in  subjects  where  students  may  have 
developed  the  appropriate  level  of  skills,  knowledge  and 
attitudes  in  junior  high  school  or  through  personal  experience.

PROGRAM  DESCRIPTIONS 

The  content  for  the  course  has  been  organized  into  modular  packages.  Student’s 
may  progress  at  their  own  pace  and  arrange  individual  timetables. The  teacher’s  role 
is  mainly  facilitative,  however,  individualized,  small  and  large  group  instruction  is 
generally  an  integral  component  of  the  program. 


Students  receive  instruction  for  part  of  the  program  in  the  school  setting.  The 
experiential  components  of  the  program  are  available  to  the  students  in  various 
community  / industrial  settings.  This  partnership  arrangement  provides  instruction  in 
related  mechanics.  Additional  courses  are  being  considered  for  inclusion  in  the 
project. 


Four  industrial  education  courses  at  the  12  level  have  been  grouped  together  and 
students  registering  in  the  program  must  agree  to  take  all  of  them  before  moving 
directly  to  the  32-level  courses.  The  four  pre-requisite  courses  in  the  group  are: 
drafting,  mechanics,  electricity  and  welding.  Following  completion  this  group, 
students  may  move  directly  to  any  one  of  drafting,  automotives,  electricity  or  welding, 
for  15  credits.
